WAKE THE TOWN: If Marlboro’s success 
is any criterion of what the future holds for 
Laurel and Pimlico, then the operators of those 
major plants best be prepared for bumper busi¬ 
ness. Marlboro’s big meeting was quite a sur¬ 
prise since it came hard upon the heels of dis¬ 
appoint! ng-to-or dinary sessions at the states 
other ovals making up the minor circuit. It ap¬ 
pears that a combination of circumstances rather 
than any single factor contributed to the record- 
breaking business at Marlboro. Whereas the 
weather was a foe of Cumberland and Hagers¬ 
town, the elements allied themselves with the 
Southern Maryland Agricultural Fair Associa¬ 
tion. 

The first law of short race meetings is that 
weather always calls the shots. The short respite 
between Bel Air and Marlboro served to whet 
the appetite of the fans while giving them time 
to recoup their losses. 

TELL THE PEOPLE: The bright smile that 
crosses Ed Farrell’s countenance these days is 
occasioned by husky gains of 12 per cent in at¬ 
tendance and an even more robust hike in the 
mutuels handle—15 per cent. Just about every 
record in the Southern Maryland track’s busi¬ 
ness ledgers (or those of any other local minor 
plant) had been rewritten by the time the ten- 
day session came to a close on October 15. 
Crowds totaling 70,749 patronized the meet 
with a fervor best illustrated by the total handle 
of $4,092,960. And as Mrs. Gobel’s son George 
says, "You just can’t hardly get them kind no 
more.” 

STALEMATE: While Bel Air was less for¬ 
tunate — businesswise — than Marlboro, the 
three-quarter mile track in Harford County man¬ 
aged to hold its head above water, which is 
quite a feat in itself during these days of shrink¬ 
ing mutuels pools. After the turnstiles were 
stilled and the tote machines been cleared at 
Bel Air, figures showed that an average less than 
ten fewer fans showed up for each program of 
the 1955 meeting than had responded to the 
call a year previous. The per-race handle was 
$132 below that of the session last year. Added 
and divided again, the total pool was $3,968,360 
as compared to $3,978,963*' for daily averages 
of $396,836 and $397,896. Total attendance of 
63,685 compared favorably to 1954’s 63,884. 
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LOOKING AHEAD: With six days of op¬ 
position from Garden State Park, Laurel will 
have to make the most of its nine remaining 
fall programs if it is to register notable attend¬ 
ance and wagering figures. But with any luck 
at all in the weather this does not appear to be 
beyond attainment, particularly since racegoers 
will have had 13 days after the close of Marl¬ 
boro to replenish their working capital. 

From the fan’s point of view. Laurel’s out¬ 
look is bright. A plethora of large-bore talent 
is available, including the stable of Calumet 
Farm, missing from the Maryland scene since 
1948, Citation’s year. Stakes representation is 
expected from the menageries of C. V. Whitney, 
Brookmeade, Hasty House, G. D. Widener, Ada 
L. Rice, Maine Chance, Clifford A. Mooers, A. 
G. Vanderbilt and other prominent establish¬ 
ments. 

CONTINENTAL LOOK: While the field 
for the Washington, D. C, International is still 
fluid at this time, a check of candidates reveals 
Traffic Judge, and Social Outcast as the probable 
American representatives. Each has amply 
demonstrated his class and route-running 
ability as well as the facility for handling a turf 
course. 

Intended foreign starters are Ataturk, from 
Germany; Darius and Nucleus, England; Pana- 
slipper, Irish Free State; Picounda and Mahan, 
France; and Prefect, from Canada. The In¬ 
ternational, a weight-for-age race, is contested 
at a mile and a half. The fourth running 
is up for decision Friday, November 11, Vet¬ 
eran’s Day. The following program will be high¬ 
lighted by the important Selima Stakes for two- 
year-old fillies. Howell A. Jackson’s Nasrina, 
winner of the rich Gardenia Stakes is the early 
favorite. A victory by the Virginia-owned *Nas- 
rullah-Red Shoes filly should considerably 
strengthen her claim to the juvenile filly title. 
She is trained by Ed A. Christmas, of Laurel, 
who developed Gallorette. 

Reverting back to the International for a mo¬ 
ment, it is worthy of note that Maryland 
promises to have strong representation in Social 
Outcast, leading money-winning Free State-bred 
horse ($574,500) of all time. Tlie Shut Out- 
Pansy gelding is perhaps the best American 
stayer in training. It will be recalled that it was

this durable and peripatetic chestnut which 
scored over Fisherman, Helioscope and Joe Jones 
in Bowies Campbell Memorial last spring, one 
of the most thrilling contests ever staged in this 
area. 

Since last we had occasion to brief you on 
Social Outcast’s exploits he has won Belmont’s 
Manhattan Handicap, a 12-furlong marathon 
which was worth $22,000 to Owner Vanderbilt. 
It was the home-bred’s 17th victory in 48 starts 
and, strange to say, his first at Belmont Park. 
It was scored over a sloppy track in 2:30 while 
carrying 124 pounds. 

In a subsequent start. Social Outcast finished 
fourth to the surprising Hasseyampa, Mister 
Black and Sea O Erin in the $75,000-added 
Hawthorne Gold Cup on October 15. Giving 
the winner eleven pounds, the Sagamorean was 
beaten less than a length after losing consider¬ 
able ground on the final turn. He now stands 
ninth on the list of all-time leading money win¬ 
ners. 

V.I.P.: It was hoped that William Wood¬ 
ward, Jr., would see fit to accept the invitation 
to start his great Nashua in the International, 
but upon setting up a tentative schedule for 
the three-year-old champion it was decided to 
pass up the race in favor of a well-deserved 
resr. Woodward explained that it is his inten¬ 
tion to prepare Nashua for the Widener Handi¬ 
cap in February at Hialeah and if he were to 
run at Laurel it would not be possible for the 
colt to be let down and then taken up again in 
time to resume training for his winter objec¬ 
tives. 

So, at the time the International field goes 
to the post, Nashua will be enjoying a respite 
at Belair Stud, Bowie, just a few miles distant 
from the tumult and the shouting. Trainer Sunny 
Jim Fitzsimmons will pick up the colt shortly 
thereafter to ready him for his assault on Cita¬ 
tion’s earning record. Nashua's victory in the 


Jockey Club Gold Cup swelled his earnings to 
$945,415, only $140,345 behind Big Cy and 
the money-winning championship. 

PIMLICO PATTER; With no major league 
competition from any point closer than New^ 
England, Pimlico is preparing for what prom¬ 
ises to be an interesting meeting. We use inter¬ 
esting as the modifier because this will be the 
latest session the Maryland Jockey Club ever 
has staged, or at least within recent memory, 
making it a touch-and-go proposition since 
Baltimore’s late November and early December 
weather is not to be taken lightly. Pimlico offi¬ 
cials are confident, however, and nothing less 
than severe inclemency is expected to chill their 
optimism. All the while, though, they are leav¬ 
ing nothing to chance and are winterizing their 
plant, particularly in the backstretch area. 

R.S.V.P.: While the Futurity will present a 
more lucrative monetary award to its winner, 
the Special shapes up as perhaps the most en¬ 
gaging feature of the fall program. Invitations 
have been extended for the following horses to 
participate; Maine Chance Farm’s Jet Action, 
Clifford A. Mooers’ Traffic Judge, Calumet 
Farm’s Duke’s Lea, Mrs. H. L. Nathenson’s Blue 
Choir, Hasty House Farm’s Platan, Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s Social Outcast, Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ 
Paper Tiger, Irving Gushen’s Star Rover, 
Caithness-Dabson’s Nance’s Lad, C. T. Chenery’s 
Prince Hill, Christiana Stable’s Thinking Cap, 
Walmac Farm’s Hasseyampa, W. J. Beattie’s 
Park Dandy and to either Chevation or Parlo 
from Foxcatcher Farm. Not all are expected to 
be on hand but it is anticipated that from this 
star-studded lineup a corking race will evolve. 

Since New York and New Jersey racing will 
have been suspended for the winter by the time 
Pimlico opens, the tone of the track’s overall 
programs should be particularly high, with 
many of the nation’s top stables supporting the 
daily cards, rather than just the stakes. 

The Maryland Horse 
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Pimlico will put up only $23,000 in the mile- 
and-a-sixteenth Futurity, but the race should 
gross in the neighborhood of $80,000 if there 
are as many as 12 starters from the original 
1,583 nominations. The 33rd running will net 
the winner about $70,000, a sum sufficient to 
attract either the division champion—or a large 
field. 

A GEM SPARKLES: Though it has been 
run only 13 times. Garden State Parks Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin Flandicap has played a promi¬ 
nent part in the racing careers of a number of 
Maryland horses. 

Three Free State sires. Cassis, Bobanet and 
The Pincher, are listed among its winners. Di¬ 
rector J.E., now dead, finished third to Blue 
Cypress in 1944. Turbine was second to Bobanet 
a year later and Glen Heather was runner-up 
to Double Jay in 1947. The Pincher won in ’49 
and four seasons later General Staff finished im¬ 
mediately behind Spartan Valor. 

Imagem, from the Baltimore-owned Brook¬ 
field Farm stable (Harry Z. Isaacs) has added his 
name to the list. This chestnut three-year-old 
colt by Ace Admiral-In the Purple, by Burgoo 
King, is trained, as are all the Brookfield horses, 
by E. I. Kelly, a native son. 

Imagem won 1 of 3 starts last year at two. 
This season he has bettered his percentage con¬ 
siderably, winning 6 of his 12 starts, placing 
second once and being third twice. His life-time 
earnings have been worth $41,475 to his 
breeder-owner. 

In the Longport Handicap, which preceded 
his Ben Franklin effort, Imagem came from 
behind—whether by design or by circumstance 
—to finish strongly, beaten a length by Star 
Rover and Royal Battle. The same pattern was 
followed in the Franklin, only this time a stable- 
mate, Impromptu was sent along to insure a 
rapid early pace. Imagem furnished the late 
brush. 

Under the weights arrangement, Imagem 
carried 115, most of which was Bill Hartack, 
and was receiving poundage from four members 
of his field. He ran the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:43^ over a fast track. The winner’s share 
of the $30,350 gross purse was $21,300. In his 
only other stakes attempt Imagem was fourth 
in the Leonard Richards at Delaware Park. 

CHAMPION APPARENT: By the end of 
the United Hunts meeting, candidates for the 
title of Leading Steeplechaser of 1955 had nar¬ 
rowed themselves down to two—Mrs. Marion 
duPont Scott s Shipboard and Mrs. Ogden 
Phipp>s Neji. This pair had met head-on six 
tinges this season, splitting the decisions down 
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the middle, but when the votes are cast Neji 
is expected to get the nod on the basis of his 
superior jumping ability. Shipboards worst 
fault is rushing his fences and this carelessness 
has been costly. 

Neji is a gelded five-year-old son of * Hunter’s 
Moon IV, which stands at Janon Fisher’s The 
Caves, at Eccleston. He is from the Annapolis 
mare Accra, also the dam of Mandingo, Songai 
and Nehodeh. 

A steady fencer and a resolute finisher, Neji 
has accounted for 5 wins, 1 second and 2 thirds 
in 8 trips this season—all at Belmont. Victories 
in the International, Brook (his second), Grand 
National and Temple Gwathmey Steeplechases, 
plus a second in the Broad Hollow and a third 
in the Meadowbrook, place his 1955 earnings at 
$91,405, a highly respectable sum for a ’chaser 
in one campaign. 

Carrying top weight of 167 pounds, Neji 
caught the ill-fated Rythminhim, which broke 
his pelvis during the running, at the post to 
collect first money in the world’s richest steeple¬ 
chase, the Temple Gwathmey. Shipboard again 
was careless and fell at the 15th jump. 

Neji is trained by Mrs. Phipps’ brother, 
George H. Bostwick. Frank ’’Dooley” Adams 
is his regular pilot. 

CHAMPAGNE HANGOVER: Mrs. Henry 
H. Hecht, of Baltimore, experienced the gamut 
of emotions last month when her Beau Fond 
won the time-honored Champagne Stakes at 
Belmont on October 15 and then was found to 
be suffering from hepatitis following a disap¬ 
pointing effort in his next start. The Garden 
State Trial. The latter race was to decide whether 
the *Beau Gem-Fondenella, by *Belfonds geld¬ 
ing was to be made a supplementary starter (at 
$12,000) in the gold-lined Garden State Stakes.

It was only after the gelding turned in an in¬ 
explicably poor trip that it was learned that he 
was afflicted with a liver ailment. 

Beau Fond, at his best in the slop, never was 
headed in winning the Champagne by five 
lengths under the guidance of Eddie Arcaro. 
The winners time of 1:36% (third fastest 
Champagne at a mile on a fast track) accen¬ 
tuates a memorable effort by a two-year-old un¬ 
der a steadying 122-pound burden. Favored 
Head Man from the C. V. Whitney barn was 
second and Ricci Tavi finished third. Greentree’s 
Riley was the only other starter. The victors 
spoils of the $25,000-added purse was $22,700. 

Trainer W. O. ' Bill" Hicks purchased the 
gelding as a colt for $2,500 from Kentmere 
Farm, agent for Breeder Mrs. E. B. Lee at Sara¬ 
toga last year. Following a victory in his only 
start at Bowie last spring, Beau Fond was sold 
by Hicks to his patron, Mrs. Hecht for about 
$10,000. In all, the youngster has started 13 
times, won 5, been second once, and 4 times 
third, earning $37,440—enough for both own¬ 
ers to show a considerable profit. In his only 
other stakes attempt the Virginia-bred was third 
to Decathlon and Nan’s Mink in Monmouth’s 
Tyro. 

Beau Fond is the initial stakes winner from 
the first crop of his sire, *Beau Gem, an 
Australian classic-winning half-brother to * Roy¬ 
al Gem II. Owned by a syndicate, *Beau Gem 
entered stud at Tyson Gilpin’s Kentmere Farm 
in Virginia in 1952. The outlander won under 
as much as 148 pounds on his native heaths and 
as a two-year-old successfully carried 132 pounds. 

LAD DOES A MAN’ WORK: Despite 
being foaled in the year that delivered Nashua, 
Swaps, Saratoga and Traffic Judge, Nance’s Lad 
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has managed to do quite well for owners C. J. 
Caithness, of Bethesda, and Hilton A. ‘’Rabbit’’ 
Dabson. The Slide Rule-Nance’s Ace three-year- 
old has earned $107,915 after spotting the others 
a year and all the classics. 

After debuting at Tropical last December, 
Nance’s Lad soon began to make up for lost time, 
winning the Hutcheson, Fountain of Youth, 
Peter Pan and Vosburgh Handicaps and the 
Swift Stakes. This imposing record was attained 
through 17 starts, 8 wins, 2 seconds and 3 thirds. 
The Vosburgh at Belmont is his most recent 
accomplishment. In picking up the winner’s 
share of $16,650 he gave from three to 14 
pounds to seven rivals and rattled off seven fur¬ 
longs in 1:24 over a fast strip. 

THE PRODIGAL SON: Word that the sire 
Swing and Sway has been returned from Ken¬ 
tucky to stand at H. R. Fenwick’s Warburton 
Farm, Glyndon, was preceded by the success of 
his daughter Dania in the Hawthorne Inaugural 
Handicap, September 6. Though the race is not 
a stakes in its strictest sense, it nevertheless 
marked the fifth straight win for the four-year- 
old bay filly from the *Sir Gallahad III mare, 
Perfect Dear. Taken out of a $6,000 claiming 
race (which she won) by Mrs. Priscilla D. 
Willis at Arlington Park, July 15, Dania clicked 
for $9,000 in her next start. These wins were 
followed by two more in optional claimers for 
$10,000 and $12,000, respectively. 

Unraced at two, Dania has started 40 times 
including the Hawthorne Inaugural, won 9 races, 
been 7 times second and 3 times third, winning 
$30,625. Bred by L. J. Hollenback, Sr., she is 
trained by Del Carroll, the polo star, wlio is 
responsible for her newly-found form. 

BRIEF INTERLUDE: Mrs. Marian W. 
O’Connor’s La Corredora, one of the very finest 
racemares of recent seasons, has been returned 
to training for a brief campaign. This hand¬ 
some and stouthearted mare, a daughter of Little 
Beans-Nellie Mowlee, long since has established 
her racing class, winning among other distaff 
classics, the Monmouth Oaks, Gallorette Stakes 
and Ladies Handicap. Next spring she will be 
bred but as yet her suitor has not been selected. 

In the meantime it is hoped that the $178,- 
067 winner does not suffer a recurrence of a 
tendon injury which brought on her temporary 
retirement after the Gallorette Stakes last fall. 

La Corredora’s juvenile sister. Land o Liberty, 
won the New England Futurity at Rockingham 
Park, September 17. 

Nellie Mowlee was barren in 1954 but last 
spring dropped a half-brother by Discovery to 
La Corredora and Land o Liberty for which the 
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name Columbus will be sought. The mare has 
been bred to Knockdown and is in foal to that 
Virginia sire. 

THE NEW LOOK: Moving to keep pace 
with a rapidly-growing community, officials of 
Timonium are about to embark upon a $500,000 
improvement program. Blueprints call for the 
erection of a new concrete-and-steel structure 
on the site of the present wooden stand. The 
bleachers to the north end of the track will re¬ 
main unaffected by construction. Upon the com¬ 
pletion of this work a decision will be made 
whether or not to completely revamp the pad- 
d(Kk area and erect a new racing secretary’s 
office and jtx'keys’ room. 

BEATIN’ THE GATE: Humphrey S. Fin¬ 
ney has the most publicized rib since Adam. The 
ebullient President of Fasig-Tipton Company 
sustained rib injuries when a frightened year¬ 
ling broke through the runway to the Garden 
State sales ring last month. However painful 
his injuries, Finney had the satisfaction that it 
was no ordinary youngster which laid him low. 
The culprit, a Case Ace-War Plumage colt, 
brought $23,000, top price of the sale. Finney 
since has been pronounced fit and is going 
soundly. . . . Anna W. Bockius’ Lagrimas, a 
chestnut yearling by Loser Weeper-Teaneck 
Madcap, fetched $13,300, best price of the final 
Garden State session. ... By virtue of 14 suc¬ 
cessful charges, F. A. Bonsai topped all rivals 
to take the training championship at Atlantic 
City. . . . Charles J. McLennan, Racing Secre¬ 


tary at Laurel, has resigned a similar post at 
the MRA track at Detroit. . . . Two colts by the 
same name—Ataturk—may be seen in Mary¬ 
land this fall. One is Germany’s intended starter 
in the International. The other is a Walter M. 
Jeffords’ two-year-old named to the Pimlico 
Futurity. . . . Ella K. Bryson’s Easy Sweep, win¬ 
ner of the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes last spring, 
has been returned to training with the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Stakes as her objective. . . . Ruel’s 
Marlboro victory at $159.20 was the record 
mutuel of the half-mile season. It was the In¬ 
cline filly’s first win in 7 starts and her appren¬ 
tice rider’s (Joseph C. Vogel) initial winner. 

Neji did it again, winning the $15,000 added 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap carrying top 
weight. He is a son of Janon Fisher Jr.’s '"'Hunt¬ 
ers Moon IV which stands at his owner’s farm. 
The Caves, in Owings Mills. . . . This season 
Accra’s two-year-old colt by *NasrulIah is the 
good performer Nahodah, trained by Marylander 
Frank "Downey” Bonsai. Downey, by the way, 
was leading trainer at Atlantic City with 14 
wins to his credit. J. Bowes Bond followed close¬ 
ly with 11.

An even bigger home disappointment was 
the easy win of Hafiz II in the Champion Stakes, 
run over ten furlongs at Newmarket. Of these 
winners, Buisson Ardent has an American in¬ 
terest, for he was bred in France by Mr. L. L. 
Lawrence, and was one of the foals to become 
the property of the Aga Khan. He is by the 
ex-American sire. Relic, a grandson of Man o’ 
War, out of Rose O’Lynn, which was a good 
second to Imprudence in the 1,000 guineas 
classic. 

One of the races that did not fall to the for¬ 
eigner was the English Cesarewitch, won by 
Curry, sired by the classic winner, Sayajirao, 
which is having a successful season. 

The race for the Prix de L’Arc Triomphe 
must have been a sore experience for the French, 
who had been cleaning up in England. With 
the Boussac runners, notably Cordoba, running 
badly, it was left to the Italian champion, the 
three-year-old, Ribot, owned by The Marquis 
de Rochetta, and ridden by Camici, to come 
home virtually alone. Second and third were the 
consistent Beau Prince, beaten three lengths, 
and Picounda, a few lengths farther back. Win¬ 
ner is by Tenerani out of Romanella, and is 
unbeaten in Italy. This year s event was marked 
by rough riding, son^ of it of the rodeo variety, 
almost. Neither of the Irish entries, Zarathrusta 
or Hugh Lupus, ever showed up with a chance 
of winning. 

We will all look forward to the usual excel¬ 
lent race for the Washington, D. C., Interna¬ 
tional, November 11; and here is a brief and 
personal runover of the European entries. I am 
not very optimistic over our chances, as our best 
are either sidelined, or will not travel for other 
reasons.

two races; at Ascot, over one mile, and in the 
important Champion Stakes, run over ten fur¬ 
longs, at Newmarket. In each race he started 
a warm favorite. Much of the blame has been, 
variously, placed on riding instructions which 
did not work out, or the lack of initiative of 
his jockey. Tommy Gosling, who permitted a 
too-slow pace to be set, and left his race till 
too late. Only time can tell if the big son of 
Solar Prince can rehabilitate himself at Laurel. 
I am not too optimistic. Panaslipper is now 
known as the ’Question Mark horse. In the 
enforced absence of Phil Drake and Vimy, at 
this writing, France can be represented by the 
Prix de L’Arc Triomphe placed horses. Beau 
Prince and Picounda, owned by M. G. Wilden- 
stein and The Count de Chambure, respectively. 
These are consitent sorts rather than brilliant 
horses, and neither is a Worden II. 

Darius will be sent from England. Here we 
have a brilliant miler, but one which may find 
the pace in a truly run 12-furlong race rather 
against the collar, although he is willing enough. 
Not much encouragement is given me by a 
German friend regarding the West Gernian 
entry, Ataturk, who is nevertheless a good win¬ 
ner on the continent. The best hope concerns 
the Irish horse, Panaslipper, provided he can 
reproduce his early season form. 

Most important stud news from here is that 
both of Joe McGraths good sires. Solar Slipper 
(Windsor Slipper-Solar Flower) and Arctic 
Prince ( Prince Chevalier-Arctic Sun) have been 
sold to an American syndicate headed by 
Messrs J. W. Hanes and Leslie Combs. Both 
horses wiil fulfill their 1956 Stud duties in Ire¬ 
land before embarkation.

The young stallion Double Brandy is back 
in Maryland after a two-year sojourn in Califor¬ 
nia. He will stand at Caves Valley Farm of C. 
Ewing Tuttle. 

The horse raced for Mr. Tuttle and earned 
$131,675, with 12 wins, 14 seconds and 7 
thirds in 61 starts. 

The horse will be ten years old when he 
begins the 1956 season. 

Double Brandy was retired at the age of 
four, because of an injury suffered away from 
the track. He was successful at distances of 
from one mile upwards. He won the Pimlico 
Cup at 21/2 miles. 

By Questionnaire, out of the Blue Larkspur 
mare, Tien Lan, Double Brandy is the son of 
a progenitor of successful sires. Others by 
Questionnaire are Hash, Requested, Free For 
All and Third Degree. 

His breeding, says Snowden Carter of the 
Baltimore Sunpapers, ”is the type which ap¬ 
peals to most well-versed horsemen.” 

A daughter of Double Brandy — Janon 
Fishers filly out of Mischievous — was given 
the top award at the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers’ Yearling Show the past spring. 


Breeders' Stakes 

The Maryland Futurity at Laurel and the 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes round out the trio of 
special features for Maryland-bred two-year- 
olds. The Bowie Breeders’ Stakes—April 11— 
started the ball rolling. 

The Bowie event was won by Mrs. Ella K. 
Bryson’s Easy Sweep, in track-record time— 
52 1/5 seconds for 45^ furlongs. That race was 
the first and only start for the young daughter 
of High Lea—Wimauma, by Easy Mon. 

The Maryland Futurity, at six furlongs, is 
scheduled for November 5 and the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Stakes will be run on November 16. 

The Pimlico Futurity, set for Saturday, No¬ 
vember 19, will gross in excess of $80,000 if 
there are a dozen starters, which will mean 
more than $70,000 to the winner. 

Greentree Stable’s Tom Fool ran the fastest 
mile and three-sixteenths (also the distance of 
the Preakness) in Pimlico Special history, be¬ 
ing clocked in l:55t^ in 1953. 

Calumet Farm has won the Pimlico Special 
more times than any other stable. Whirlaway, 
Armed, Twilight Tear, Fervent and Citation 
were victorious in the devil’s red and blue of 
Calumet.
